Twenty-five Dollar Votes 


Tt must have cost the city about 
twenty-five dollars each to hold 
the two special polls on Friday 
and Saturday to accommodate 
burgesses, who expected to be out 
of town on Monday. One vote 
was polled each day. It is of 
course desirable that every tax- 
payer be given a reasonable op- 
portunity to vote on money by- 
laws ,and there has been no ob- 
jection to the city standing the 
cost of advanced polls rather than 
compel the voters to remain in| 
town on voting day at their own 
expense. But when it comes to 
putting up twenty-five dollars of 
civic funds to enable one man to 
vote, without losing time from his 
business, the strain upon the char- 
ity of other taxpayers is rather 
overdone. Unless special polls 
are shown to be more useful on 
future occasions, they should be 
cut out as a measure of economy. 


Changing Creditors? 


Berlin says it will pay the instal- 
ment now due on reparations ac- 
count if foreign bankers will lend 
it a billion dollars, and the bank- 
ers who have been conferring at 
Paris seem to be agreeable. Bor- 
rowing from private parties to 
pay sums owing to the Allies will 
not of course reduce Germany’s 
debt. From that standpoint it, 
amounts simply to an_ indirect 
way of securing the extension of 
time refused by the reparations 
commission. But it may mean a 
change of creditors, and leave 
someone else to do the worrying, 
much to the satisfaction of Mr. 
Lloyd George and other Allied) 
premiers. If the bankers are will- 
ing to take the risk of loaning 
money to Germany, the Supreme 
Council willnodoubt be most hap- 
py to accept the payment and} 
credit Germany with the amount. 
That is assuming that the bankers 
are to do their own collecting 
when the loan fills due. If the| 
arrangement is that they may call 
upon the Allies to do the collect- 
ing for them ,the case is different. | 
In that event the Allies might| 
about as well grant Berlin the ex- | 
tension of time asked for, and 
leave the bankers to hunt 
chances for investment on their | 
own account. If the Allies can-| 
not collect reparations payments | 
without under-writing an interna- 
tional loan to Germany, the pros- 
pect rather is that they will have 
to pay the loan when it comes due. 
And in the meantime German in- 
dustry and trade will have the use 
of a billion dollars of foreign 
money which might otherwise go 
into productive investment in Al- 
lied countries,
